The  outstanding  feature  of  the  Liverpool  auction  fcr  American  apples 
on  Wednesday,  Septem.ber  12,  was  the  liberal  supply  of  Virginia  apples  ^-^f 
which  a  large  proportion  was  of  p^^or  color  and  appearance,  according  t.) 
a  cable  received  in  the  Foreign  Service  of  the  B^oreau  of  Agricultural 
Economics  from.  llr.  Edwin  Smith,  the  Departm^ent ^ s  Fruit  Specialist  in 
Europe.    Sarreled  apples  with  good  color  and  appearance  showed  a  m^arked 
premi-or.  over  ruling  prices.     Highly  colored  Virginia  Jonathans,  for  ex- 
ample, sold  readily  at  from  $7.79  tc  $S-03  per  barrel,  while  the  ruling 
price  for  most  of  that  variety  ranged  from  $5.60  to  $5-3^  per  barrel. 

In  general  the  dem.and  was  active  for  highly  colored  fruit  in  gooa 
condition,  but  most  of  the  offerings  were  not  in  standard  merchandizing 
condition.    Moreover,  many  of  the  barreled  varieties  showed  a  large  am.ount 
of  slacks.     The  depreciation  on  slack  barrels  ranged  from  3*^  ^°  7^  cents 
per  bai-rel.    Early  Export  Grades  of  Virginia  York  Im.perials  in  good  con- 
dition sold  at  from  $U,S7  to  $5-35  per  barrel,  but  the  demand  was  affected 
by  the  large  quantities  that  arrived  irm.ature,  lacking  in  color  and  with 
poor  eating  quality.    The  same  may  be  said  of  m.ost  of  the  other  barreled 
varieties  offered.     Virginia  C-rimes  in  good  condition  sold  sl^vrly  at  from 
$U.62  to  iU.37  per  barrel  for  U.  S.  No.  1,  2i  inch  stock.    Ther*  was  a 
good  dem.and,  however,  for  Virginia  Jonathans  at  from.  $5-^0  to  $5«84  per 
barrel  for  U.S.  Com.mercial  2|-  inch  stock,  notwithstanding  the  fact  t'-^^t 
the  fruit  in  general  was  cf  poor  color  and  appearance-     The  available  ^ 
supplies  of  Virginia  Ganos  "^-ere  in  poor  condition  but  br'^ught  from  $5.S4 
to  §6. OS  per  barrel  2i  inch  Virginia  Early  Export.     The  Virginia  Srnuw 
and  Stayman  '.Vinesa-^eaald  slowly  at  from  $U.62  to  $5.11  per  barrel  for 
U.  S,  Comjr.ercial  2^  inch  stock.     Northwestern  Greenings  in  good  condition 
brought  from  $5.6o''to  $6.08  per  barrel.     Considerable  quantities  of  early 
varieties  of  barreled  apples  were  arriving  over-ripe  and  witn  a  sligrit 
amount  of  decay,  states  Mr.  Smith. 

Boxed  apples  from  California  and  Oregon  were  only  in  light  to 
moderate  supply".     Only  light  supplies  of  California  Yellow  Kewtowns  were 
available  but  most  of  the  fruit  was  immature,  lacking  in  color  and  of 
poor  eating  quality-    The  Fancy  Grades,  sizes  I50/163/175.   sold  at  fr^m 
$3.0U  to  $3.10  per  box  for  fruit  in  fair  condition.    The  offerings  -^f 
California  and  Oregon  C-ravensteins  were  in  good  condition  and  met  with  a 
good  demand.    Fancy  Gravensteins  from  California,  sizes  150/l63ll75. 
brought  from  $2-92  to  $2,98  per  box.    Fancy  Gravensteins  from  Oregon, 
sizes  183/sm.aller,  ranged  from  $2-37  to  $2.86  per  box.
